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Nobel committee Swine flu shots ordered 
decides on no 
'76 peace award to resume in 11 states 


OSLO, Norway (U P I) — The 1976 
Nobel Peace Prize will not be awarded 
this year, the Nobel Committee of the 
Norwegian Parliament announced today 
in a two-sentence statement. 
The five-member committee gave no 
reason for its decision. 
“ The 
N o rw eg ia n 
S to rtin g ’s 
(parliament’s) Nobel Committee has 
decided not to award the peace prize this 
year,” the statement said. “ The prize 
money will be reserved for 1977.” 
According to rules of the Norwegian 
Nobel Institute, two peace prizes could 
be awarded next year. If the committee 
decides to withhold the honor, the 
$150,000 prize money will go back to the 
Nobel Foundation. 
Of the 30 times the peace prize has 
been reserved since it was first awarded 
in 1901, it was withheld 19 times—most 
recently in 1972. 
Committee sources said that among 
the 50 candidates considered for this 
year’s Nobel award were Mexican Presi­ 
dent Luis Echeverria and Mother Teresa 
Boyaxhiu, an Albanian-born Roman 
Catholic nun who has worked among the 
poor and the sick in Calcutta since World 
War II 


Despite the committee’s decision, 
Norw ay w ill have a peace prize 
ceremony this year. 
A “ People’s Peace Prize,” launched 
by a liberal member of parliament, will 
be given in December to Belfast house­ 
wives Mairead Corrigan and Betty 
Williams, leaders of the Women’s Peace 
Movement in Northern Ireland. 
Contributions for the prize are being 
collected by a group of Norwegian new­ 
spapers and, so far, about $25,000 has 
been raised. 
The first two of the 1976 series of Nobel 
prizes were awarded Thursday in Stock­ 
holm to three Americans. 


Prof. Milton Friedman of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago, winner of the economics 
prize, was cited by the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Sciences for his pioneering 
theory of monetary policy. 


The Medicine Prize will be shared by 
Prof. Baruch Blumberg of the Institute 
for Cancer Research in Philadelphia and 
Dr. Carleton Gajdusek of the National 
Institute of Health in Bethesda, Md. 
They won the award from Stockholm’s 
Karolinska Institute for their in­ 
dependent studies of infectious diseases.

DETROIT (U P I) - Jim m y Carter 
charged today that the Republicans have 
failed to control crime and that a “ terri­ 
ble example” has been set by officials in 
Washington. 
Carter said the crime rate has soared 
27 per cent since President Ford took of­ 
fice and that he and Richard Nixon 
before him wasted $5 billion in a futile 
anticrime program. 
Carter arrived in Detroit, which has 
one of the highest crime rates in the na­ 
tion, to make a major address on law en­ 
forcement. 
In remarks to reporters before the 
speech Carter said, “ One of the worst 
things is the terrible example they set in 
Washington. We’ve had two attorneys

HOUSTON (U P I) - Walter Mondale 
and Robert Dole have debated before, 
but usually with a handful of Senate 
gallery spectators looking on. Tonight, a 
nationwide audience will take their 
measure for 75 minutes in the first-ever 
debate of candidates for vice president. 
The two running mates engaged in a 
bit of psychological warfare upon their 
arrival in Houston Thursday, with Dole 
admitting to some nervousness, and 
Mondale projecting a confident pose. 
Dole, the Kansas senator who served 
for three years as GOP chairman, won 
the coin toss and will get the opening 
statement and the first question. 
Democrat Mondale closes the debate 
with his summation. 
Dole said he was “ nervous” about the 
encounter in Houston’s Alley Theater, 
while Mondale admitted only to a “ cer­ 
tain air of anticipation” about the 
faceoff 
Today both men made final prepara­ 
tions for the debate to start at 9 30 p.m. 
EDT.

The former Georgia governor, who 
stormed to the Democratic presidential 
nomination despite the active opposition 
of liberals, conceded “ we may not agree 
on everything.” and said that they may 
consider some of his beliefs conser­ 
vative. 
But he added, “ I think we can agree 
that this nation has been in trouble for 
eight years and needs new leadership if 
it is once again to achieve its full poten­ 
tial for greatness.” 
In a major speech to a dinner of New 
York’s potent Liberal Party, Carter 
bluntly said: “ I need your help.” 
The speech, w arm ly but not 
enthusiastically received by close to 
2,000 persons came after a day of cam­ 
paigning through New York state in­ 
cluding stops in Rochester and Syracuse 
where big crowds turned out to greet him 
on the sidewalks and at rallies. 
Carter also paid an unscheduled visit 
to Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., who is recovering from cancer 
surgery, and watched President Ford’s 
news conference in a small room of a 
Queens restaurant. 
He later told reporters he did not feel 
Ford had “ really” answered questions 
about whether the President sought to 
block an early Watergate investigation 
before the 1972 election.

DES MOINES, Iowa (U P I) - Presi­ 
dent Ford today opened a three-state trip 
to solidify support in the traditionally 
Republican midwestem farm 
belt, 
where Democrat Jim m y Carter is 
reportedly gaining strength. 
Ford flew to Des Moines to start a two- 
day plane, auto and whistle-stop train 
trip with an agricultural college and 
farm thrust into Iowa that will show him 
wooing farm voters amid scenes 
familiar to them 
He will also visit Illinois and Missouri. 
Republican campaign officials said 
Ford's relative weakness in the farm 
belt, compared to previous recent 
Republican White House candidates, 
stemmed from falling grain prices 
When prices fall, farmers remember the 
temporary embargo on foreign grain 
sales imposed by the President last year, 
said a Ford aide 
Ford was mindful that it was farmer 
satisfaction with prices that led them to 
support Democrat Harry Truman in his 
1948 upset victory 
The Presid en t, buoyed by the 
Watergate special prosecutor's an­ 
nouncement Thursday that he was inno­ 
cent of misusing campaign finances as a 
congressman, gripped Iowa Gov Robert 
D. Ray with both hands and reached for 
the outstretched hands of airport 
greeters 
Ford said he “ had no ill effects” from 
his swine flu inoculation Thursday, 
White House press secretary Ron Nessen 
said. 
The Fords danced until nearly 1 a.m. 
today at the White House, celebrating 
their 28th wedding anniversary and 
saluting dancer Martha Graham who 
was presented the Medal of Freedom at 
a dinner party in her honor. 
Earlier in the evening Ford held a 
press conference— his first fullscale 
televised meeting with reporters since 
February— and said he was pleased at 
having received the prosecutor’s notice 
that the investigation of congressional 
campaign financing questions was being 
closed with no evidence of wrongdoing. 
He said he was “ glad he has finally put 
this matter to rest once and for all,” and 
hoped the campaign could now be 


devoted to more serious national issues 


Leaving early today for Des Moines. 
Ford planned to spend most of the day 
stumping Iowa with a speech on the 
campus of Iowa State University and a 
visit to the King Farm at Boone, where 
he will tour farm facilities 


In the early evening will fly to Chicago 
and motorcade to Joliet, 111., for the 
night, arriving in time to watch his runn­ 
ing mate Sen Robert A Dole, and Jim ­ 
my Carter’s running mate Sen. Walter 
Mondale. engage in a 75-minute national­ 
ly televised debate in Houston.

The latest Gallup Poll, released today, 
showed Ford trailing Carter by six 
percentage points 48 to 42 per cent. The 
poll, taken since the Oct. 6 debate, in­ 
dicated Ford had lost some support 
following the encounter The survey just 
before that debate had Carter ahead by a 
47 to 45 per cent margin.

he turned over all CIA information to the 
Cuban government 
He said releasing the information will 
put an end to the agent’s usefulness to 
the Cuban government. 
“ We have made this public even 
though it throws out a good source of in­ 
formation,” he said 


United Press International 
Health officials in 11 states today an­ 
nounced that they have ordered a 
resumption of their swine flu inoculation 
programs. 
The action eased the threat to Presi­ 
dent Ford's nationwide immunization 
program posed by the deaths of at least 
45 elderly recipients of the vaccine. 
Only six counties in Indiana and one in 
Ohio were holding back on resuming 
their programs. 
Earlier, eight states which had halted 
shots said they would resume their 
programs because of assurances from 
high-ranking federal health officials the 
vaccine is safe. Health officials in three 
more states, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Maine, made similar anouncements to­ 
day. 
President Ford and members of his 
family were inoculated at the White 
House Thursday to show support for the 
administration's $135 million immuniza­ 
tion program designed to avert a possi­ 
ble nationwide flu epidemic this winter. 
The Center for Disease Control 
reported today that more than one 
million elderly persons have received 
swine flu shots since Oct. 1, including 35 
who died within 48 hours. 
Of the one million vaccinated, 160 
would have died within 24 hours with or 
without a vaccination program, said 
CDC’s Dr. J. Donald Millar. 
“ It is clear to us that there is no basis 
to conclude that there is any increased 
mortality occurring because of the flu 
shot program,” he said. 
Although the CDC listed 35 “ official” 
deaths, reports from health officials 
from across the nation said at least 45 
fatalities had been reported, including 
nine in Oklahoma, seven in Penn­ 
sylvania, five in Ohio, four in North 
Carolina and Michigan, two each in Ten­ 
nessee. Texas, Kansas and Washington 
state, and one each in Alabama, Florida, 
Massachusetts, 
Montana, 
Colorado, 
Louisiana, California and Maryland. 
Health officials in Alaska, New Mex­ 
ico. Texas, Vermont, Illinois, Virginia, 
Louisiana and Allegheny County, Pa. 
(Pittsburgh) said vaccination pro­ 
grams. halted when word of the deaths 
broke from Pittsburgh Tuesday, would 
be resumed. 
“ Once we determined that, with the 
possible exception of Pittsburgh, all of 
the deaths were due to natural causes un­ 
related to the influenza immunization we 
felt we could proceed with our program 
as planned,” said New Mexico state 
epidemiologist Dr. Jonathan Maim. 
Dr Fratus Duff, commissioner of the 
Texas Department of Health Resources, 
said: “ I thought it was prudent to stop 
the program because of the almost 
hysteria existing because of the deaths. 
But people are going to die, particularly 
in that age group They have their facts 
straight now.” 
The federal Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta planned to add today to its of­ 
ficial list of 14 persons it has confirmed 
died within two days following flu shots.

The Regional Water Quality Control 
Board has scheduled a hearing in Lom­ 
poc on Nov 5 “ to consider whether Lom­ 
poc Utility Services Co. has discharged 
pollutants in vio latio n of state 
regulations.” 
The meeting is scheduled for 7 :30 p m 
in the conference room of the county ad­ 
ministration Building. 401 E Cypress 
Ave., according to a legal notice to be 
published in the Record next Tuesday. 
Lompoc Utility Services Co. operates 
a sewer treatment facility tor Mission 
H ills’ approximate 800 homes and 
businesses 
Authorities reported a breach in a dike 
on the company’s treatment pond near 
La Purisima Mission, in September. 
That break apparently led to the 
overloading of a lift station at the com­ 
pany's Rucker Road treatment pond and 
the escape of effluent into the Santa 
Ynez River, 
If the nine-member body finds the 


company guilty of all allegations, it 
could be fined as much as $25,000 a day 
for each day that the problem existed. 
However, a court of law would have to 
make the final determination on the 
amount of the fine. 
Company officials say they have cor­ 
rected the breach-pollutant problem and 
are negotiating possible entry into the 
City of Lompoc’s regional sewer treat­ 
ment facility that will be completed in 
March of next year. 
California Water Code sections dealing 
with the September breach read as 
follows: 
The discharge shall be con­ 
fined to the designated disposal areas 
without overflow or bypass to adjacent 
properties or drainageways. 


“ The public shall not have contact with 
wastewater as a result of the treatment 
or discharge operations ”

Legal difficulties loom for 
Santa Barbara County and 
other California counties which 
are being urged to inject an in­ 
flationary element for the first 
time into their public employe 
pension systems, a veteran con­ 
sultant actuary acknowledged 
Thursday, after giving a brief­ 
ing to an assembly Committee 
on Public Employes and retire­ 
ment in session in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
The actuary, Harry Church, 
who hands the Santa Barbara 
County retirement system and 
many other such systems under 
the 1937 Retirement Act, 
pointed to a “sticky situation” 
which conceivably might bar 
county employes from making 
higher contributions to the 
county system even if the 
c o u n ty g o v e r n m e n t a p ­ 
propriates large added sums to 
counter inflation impacts. 
Church explained that while 
he is now advising all his clients 
to appropriate more funds to 
cushion impacts of inflation 
which is now seen as to lie 
ahead “indefinitely," he can 
foresee “legal ramifications” 
concerning increased employe 
contributions. 
“Courts have consistently 
held that you can do nothing to 
the detriment of the employes 
without a corresponding bet­ 
terment," he said, in regard to 
employe benefits such as pen­ 
sions. 
Otherwise, he said, that un­ 
der the recommended new pre- 
fund system, “some employe 
contributions could rise 50 per 
cent or more.”

SANTA MARIA (UPI) - 
Robert Waterfield, 20, adopted 
son of actress Jane Russell and 
football star Bob Waterfield, 
was found guilty Thursday of 
manslaughter for the death of a 
Mexican farm worker during a 
drunken shooting spree. 
Waterfield smiled, hugged his 
wife and pumped his father’s 
hand when the jury announced 
the verdict.

26. was dancing in the tavern 
when he was killed by a bullet 
in the head.

Pollsters also found voters 
much better informed on the is­ 
sue than in a previous survey in 
September, when only 46 per 
cent of the public said they had 
seen or heard anything about it. 
Of those who had, 51 per cent in­ 
dicated support for the measure 
and 42 per cent were opposed to 
it.

More than a million Canadi­ 
ans marched, demonstrated, 
and hanged the prime minister 
in effigy in a nationwide one- 
day general strike against wage 
and price controls Thursday, 
but it failed to impress the 
government. 
In what was called by one 
labor leader "the birth of the 
Canadian labor movement," 
workers in steel and auto 
plants, mines and forests, 
hospitals, newspapers and tran­ 
sport and service industries 
joined in mass rallies, placard- 
waving parades and demonstra­ 
tions in over 150 Canadian cities 
from Nova Scotia to Vancouver 
Island. 
Effigies of Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau and Anti- 
Inflation Board chairman Jean- 
Juc Pepin, who administers the 
wage control policy, were 
dangled from the pillars of the 
Ontario legislative buildings. 
But Labor Minister John 
Munro said: "The government 
w ill not abandon controls 
because of the day of protest. 


To do so would be to invite dis­ 
aster for Canada’s economy 
"Why should anyone want to 
give up just when all our efforts 
are beginning to show results?" 
he said, proposing continued 
talks between labor, business 
and government on economic 
problems. 
The national day of protest 
was organized by the Canadian 
Labor Congress against the 
government’s three-year pro­ 
gram of wage-price controls 
enacted a year ago. An es­ 
timated 1 05 million of a total 
work force of 10 million walked 
off their jobs 
"No other labor group has 
ever in the history of the world 
organized a protest, which 
spanned an entire continent," 
said CLC Vice President L.H. 
Lorrain. "History will call this 
the birth of the Canadian labor 
movement " 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The new $2.50 an hour 
minimum wage goes into effect 
Monday with pay increases due 
more than a million and a half 
California workers. 
Other rules for wages and 
working conditions also take ef­ 
fect at the same time but not 
new overtime standards for 
farm workers, a spokesman for 
the Department of Industrial 
Relations said Thursday. 
The new regulations, deve­ 
loped in a lengthy process of 
hearings and studies, increase 
the minimuum wage to $2.50 an 
hour They also affect overtime 
for adult workers and minors. 
An estimated 5.5 California 
workers are affected, and an 
estimated 16 persons w ill 
receive pay increases as a 
result of the rules. 
Superior Judge J. K Steele in 
Bakersfield issued an injunc­ 
tion W ednesday delaying 


enforcement of several of the 
new rules dealing with over­ 
time for farm workers. A hear­ 
ing is scheduled for Oct. 26 on 
the request of the Western 
G ro w ers A sso ciatio n to 
overthrow the rules requiring 
overtime when farm workers 
work more than 10 hours a day 
or 60 hours a week. They also 
protested a rule requiring one 
day off after seven consecutive 
days work. 


A spokesman for the Industri­ 
al Relations department said 
the rest of the new rules will go 
into effect Monday as schedu­ 
led. 


State Labor Commissioner 
Jam es L. Quillin promised 
special enforcement emphasis 
on 
industries em ploying 
persons with wages near the 
$2.50 minimum, especially re­ 
staurants, garment factories, 
hospitals and hotels.

At least, not that Viking 2 can 
detect 
The robot laboratory on the 
red planet has found no 
evidence of Marsquakes, scien­ 
tists said Thursday, but they 
still expect it will do so in time. 
Three weeks of observation of 
data returned by Viking 2’s 
seismograph has turned up no 
evidence of seismic movement 
at all, said Dr. Don Anderson. 
Viking 2 gave scientists their 
first opportunity to get seismo­ 
graph readings because the in­ 
strument on Viking 1 failed. 
Viking 2’s is working fine, 


Anderson said, registering 
movements so delicate it not 
only picks up the Martian winds 
but also the movements of the 
spacecraft as it goes about 
other experimental tasks, even 
detecting the revolving of its 
tape recorder reels. 
The quiet Martian "back­ 
ground" has allowed scientists 
to tune the seismograph to its 
most sensitive setting, said 
Anderson, one of the world’s 
most 
respected earthquake 
researchers and head of the 
Caltech 
seism ographical 
laboratory. 
If the instrum ent were 
operating on Earth it would be 
able to detect a quake of a mild 


3 on the Richter Scale centered 
125 miles away, he said. 
Despite the absence of any 
tremors to date, he said, the 
huge Martian volcanoes and 
plateaus obviously place great 
stress on the planet’s crust, and 
the stress almost certainly 
causes Marsquakes sooner or

More than 180 wind-fanned 
forest fires raged over drought- 
parched M innesota today, 
blackening woodlands and 
threatening homes in the Min­ 
neapolis suburbs. 
Fires also plagued tinder-dry 
forests in Wisconsin. 
Thirty-six new fires — fanned 
by winds of up to 50 miles per 
hour - broke out Thursday in 
central and northern Min­ 
nesota, bringing to 180 the 
number of forest fires raging 
over the water-starved state. 
Snow forecast for today was ex­ 


pected to provide a little relief 
for some northern areas. 
The largest fire — touched off 
by an arsonist — crackled over 
an estimated 6,000 acres in the 
extreme northwestern portion 
of the state. 
Another fire — lVk miles long 
and a quarter-mile wide — 
destroyed three outbuildings 
and threatened a farm home in 
Minneapolis’ suburban Blaine 
before being brought under con­ 
trol late Thursday night. Strong 
winds Thursday had hampered 
aerial efforts to fight the blaze. 
But by early today, firefighters 


were confident that they had 
the Blaine fire contained, 
though they were still a long 
fight away from completely 
quelling the flames, which 
blackened 400 acres. 
Several smaller grass fires 
burned in the Minneapolis sub­ 
urbs, further theatening homes.

A major fire raged in Clark 
and Taylor counties of central 
W isconsin, destroying two 
unoccupied buildings between 
Thorp and Withee near the 
boundary between the two 
counties. 
‘‘We’ve got fires all over the 
place. They just keep breaking 


out,” one forest ranger repor­ 
ted. 
A spokesman expressed fear 
a wind shift would threaten 
several communities including 
the town of Lublin. An earlier 
fire was halted short of the 
homes of 250 residents of 
Cataract, Wis.

building. 688-5400. 
The tickets are $15 each and 
include the tour of the adobe 
which was built in 1829 by In­ 
dian labor by Don Antonio De la 
Guerra, son of Don Jose De la 
Guerra, fifth commandante of 
the Presidio of Santa Barbara, 
and the steak barbecue which 
will be served under the shade 
covered grape arbor near the 
adobe. 


The adobe has been complete­ 
ly restored by the present 
owner, Mrs. G. Harold Mathers 
and her late husband, of 
Montecito. 


Guided tours of the adobe will 
be conducted by a group of 
Santa Ynez Valley High School 
history students. 
The adobe, described as one 
of the “ finest in California,” 
contains an array of distinctive 
furnishings and artifacts. 
The house has been restored 
to leave the front, which faces 


east, as it was originally, with 
no windows. The windows on 
the other walls were limited 
because of the adobe construc­ 
tion and the walls on the south 
and west exposures were rein­ 
forced and French doors and 
windows installed to provide 
light to the rooms. 
Modern 
bathrooms have been tucked in 
where possible in accordance 
with the construction of the 
house. The kitchen is modem 
and was not any part of the 
adobe. 
The contents of the house 
reflect a typical potpourri of 
the adobes of early days. The 
Spaniards brought with them 
all family pieces acquired in 
Mexico, others from the east 
coast and around the Horn and 
still more from the trade 
prevalent in the earlier days of 
California with the Orient. 
Many of the furnishings on 
display throughout the home 
are somewhat baroque, mirror­ 
ing Mrs. Mathers’ tastes. 
Of interest to the viewer are 
two stone carvings in the dining 
room, one of San Juan Bailon, 
known as the “ kitchen saint,” 
and the other of Santa Elena for 
whom the ranch is named. 
The dining table is hand 
carved from Italy and dates 
from about the 16th Century. 
The chairs are Italian, too, and 
believed to have some connec­ 
tion with the de Medici family. 
A narrow vestry chest in the 
same room is flanked by two 
carved Spanish colonial doors 
known as Serra doors. Against 
a wall is a player organ dating 
from the 1920’s. The rolls are 


stored in a cabinet in one of the 
bedrooms. 
The house contains three 
p ain tin g s 
by 
A lex an d er 
Harmer, probably emphasiz­ 
ing, it is said, the best of his 
w orks as w e ll as oth er 
paintings. 
The adobe features a collec­ 
tion of santos, religious figures, 
a Spanish arm chair con­ 
structed high off the floor to ac­ 
commodate the long, billowing 
skirts of women of that era. 
There are English tables, a 
French country settee, tortilla 
tables, on which the tortillas 
w ere * a ctu a lly made and 
Chinese iars made into lamps. 
The Hapsburg double eagle 
from the tenure of the Hap- 
sburg dynasty in Mexico forms 
a shield on a wall. 


An Empire bed with an em­ 
pire chest is located in one 
bedroom. The wall hangings in 
this room are backpainted on 
glass, an old technique seldom 
seen today in which the artists 
stand in back of the glass. 
Sheet copper is placed behind to 
provide iridescence. 


The adobe also contains a 
very old Mexican table, a piece 
of T a la ve ra , s till being 
manufactured today; a Wells 
Fargo chest and many religious 
pieces: ancient candle holders, 
a statue of La Macarena, the 
V irg in 
p atro n e ss 
of 
bullfighters, the original of 
which is seven feet tall and may 
be seen in Seville, Spain; la 
Virgin del Rosario and many 
other artifacts and furnishings 
from a bygone era.

The wax figures are all part of the Sportsworld Wax Museum’s going out of 
business sale today down the street from the Alamo. 


Sportsworld "looked good on paper,” its officials said, but few people were 
willing to pay to see wax replicas of sports heroes The museum operated for a 
while near Six Flags in Dallas. 


San Antonio was to be the first stop on a road tour of the museum, but it 
turned out to be the last. 
“ We were going to try an auction, but decided against it,” said Joe Gray, 
vice president of a Dallas auction firm carrying out the sale. “ Some of this 
stuff should be of interest to someone.” 
Besides the wax statues the items for sale included baseball gloves, pen­ 
nants, N FL footballs, pictures and other historical sports memorabilia. 
Some of the items are in disrepair. The wax replica of bowler Don Carter has 
a large hole in the bottom of its shoe. 
On the first day of the sale Thursday, one woman bought a large framed 
photograph of the late football great Red Grange for $2 50. A man purchased a 
N FL football for $1. 
The museum had featured the wax figures of sports immortals in elaborate, 
dramatically lighted, Hollywood-style settings 
“ We’ve got tons of track lighting, 8,000 tons of mirrors and yards and yards 
of drapes," Gray said. 
There also are basketballs, bowling balls, bowling bags, bowling pins 
autographed by some bowling greats, exercise mats, skis, hockey pucks and a 
matador’s outfit. 
VParamount Pictures, which started the museum, wants to sell what it can 
and will probably destroy the rest,” Gray said "The idea looked good on 
paper, but didn’t work out.

Judge Floyd Dodson 


For the first time in Santa 
Barbara County history, a 
superior court judge is being 
challenged in the November 2 
election. 


Superior Court Judge Floyd 
Dodson faces Bruce Dodds, a 
deputy county counsel, for the 
position. 


We have watched this race 
with great interest. Dodds has 
flung many charges at the in­ 
cumbent, targeting primarily 
on the fact that Judge Dodson 
is the presiding judge of our 
superior courts and that his 
main interest in not judicial, 
but court administration. 
The charges, in our opinion, 


do not stand up. 
Judge Dodson has been 
elected six times as presiding 
judge of the Santa Barbara 
County Superior Court, 
responsible for the ad­ 
ministration of the court. He 
is one of only five superior 
court judges in California ap­ 
pointed by the Chief Justice to 
serve on the Judicial Council, 
the rule-making state agency 
for all California courts. He 
also serves on the faculty of 
the California College of Trial 
Judges. 
Charged with the ad­ 
ministration of the superior 
courts, Judge Dodson has done 
a commendable job of improv­ 


ing court efficiency. 
Under 
his administration, there has 
been a 52 per cent reduction of 
cases awaiting trial, a 42 per 
cent reduction in elapsed time 
to trial and a 53 per cent in­ 
crease in cases settled. 
He 
has improved the level of 
juvenile justice with the ap­ 
pointment of two additional 
juvenile referees. 
Judge Dodson has upheld his 
responsibility for court ad­ 
ministration which benefits us 
all. 
We see no reason to gamble 
on unproven ability when 
proven ability is evident. We 
urge the re-election of Judge 
Floyd Dodson.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Ford's tax records 


WASHINGTON - The Internal 
Revenue Service has demonstrated a 
strange inability to complete an in­ 
vestigation of President Ford. For four 
years the tax men have been dawdling 
over Ford’s finances. 
Sources inside the IRS have told us 
that Commissioner Donald Alexander 
himself impeded two 
separate Ford in­ 
vestigations. 
The first was an 
a u d it 
of 
th e 
P r e s id e n t ’s 
tax 
returns for the 1967-72 
period We obtained a 
copy of the confiden­ 
tial audit report and 
quoted the findings on 
April 8. 1974. Last 
week, the Wall Street 
Journal confirmed our 
story. 
Our sorces say the 
audit was handled 
irregularly. It was 
conducted hastily by 
revenue agents and 
was never turned over to special in­ 
telligence agents Had the audit involved 
an average taxpayer, say our sources, in­ 
telligence agents almost certainly would 
have been called in. 
The Ford audit, according to IRS in­ 
telligence sources, was also “sloppy ” If 
you believe the President’s tax records, 
they point out, he walked around each 
week in 1972 with no more than $5 pocket 
money. One tax investigator said the 
audit indicates that “ Ford must have 
had money coming in from somewhere 
else." 
Ford explained to the agents, ac­ 
cording to the confidential audit report, 
that he could “go through a week 
spending $5 or less because of numerous 
meetings and lunches paid by others, 
particularly during the campaign 
season.” 
The agents asked about his bills at the 
House restaurant. Ford explained that 
“the cost of his usual lunch of cottage 
cheese and grapefruit juice is very 
nominal.” This was accepted by the IRS, 
no more questions asked 
Another investigation that the IRS has 
let slide involves allegations that Presi­ 
dent Ford accepted illegal cash pay­ 
ments from the National Maritime 
Union. 
The IRS first began investigating these 


charges about four years ago when 
William Perry, a former NMU aide, 
claimed that Ford received between 
$2,000 and $5,000 a month from the un­ 
ion’s slush fund. Ford was then the 
House Republican leader. 
The payments. Perry told IRS special 
agent, Robert Rossi, were made by Alvin 
Shapiro, a former administrator of the 
pension fund. Perry also charged that 
Shapiro, as a lobbyist for the American 
Merchant Marine Institute, delivered 
earlier cash payments to Ford. 
Shapiro told us that Perry was a 
“congenital liar,” with an “ax to 
grind “ U.S. Attorney Jonathan Golds­ 
tein in Newark, N.J., who is also in­ 
vestigating the charges, agreed that 
Perry was unrealiable. Deputy Atty. 
Gen. Harold Tyler concurred. 
Still, many questions remain un­ 
answered. Perry was never called before 
a grand jury, for example, to testify 
about the alleged cash gifts to Ford. Yet 
in 1974, Goldstein’s office obtained 
Justice Dept, permission to grant Perry 
immunity from prosecution in exchange 
for his testimony. This authorization is 
supposed to be granted only if the 
prosecutors can show that their witness 
is credible. 
Equally strange. Shapiro himself has 
never been questioned And two years 
ago, special agent Rossi was abruptly 
pulled off the case at Goldstein’s 
request. 
We have also established that Commis­ 
sioner Alexander himself was informed 
of the Ford investigation. Yet he neither 
closed nor concluded the investigation. 
But in January 1975, he issued surprising 
instructions that hampered the probe. 
He ordered that all information gather­ 
ing projects be stopped He also directed 
intelligence agents to turn in all their 
project files. 
This order, combined with Goldstein's 
plodding investigation, allowed the 
statute of limitations to run out on 
Shapiro. 
None of this, of course, implies any 
guilt on President Ford’s part. Our 
reporters Marc Sm olonsky, Jack 
Cloherty and Jay Gourley spent weeks 
investigating the allegations about the 
NMU and Ford. 
They interviewed at least a dozen prin­ 
ciple w itnesses in New York and 
Washington. Our reporting team es­ 
tablished, of course, that the allegations 
were under investigation. But they found 


no evidence that Ford actually accepted 
the alleged payments from the union. 
The biggest question mark hangs over 
the IRS conduct of the investigations. 
KOSHER CHICKEN: We recently 
cited secret memos written by ex­ 
ecutives of the Kentucky Fried Chicken 
chain about their reluctance to introduce 
Colonel Sanders’ product in Israel for 
fear of losing the Arab market. 
But the threat of an Arab boycott, the 
memos reveal, wasn’t the only reason 
the Israelis are being denied the 
Colonel's finger-lickin’-good chicken If 
franchises are opened in Israel, it seems, 
the Kentucky Fried people would have to 
reveal their secret blend of herbs and 
spices. This they are loath to do. 
In Israel wrote one official, "we must 
disclose details of our egg and bread dip 
plus spice mix ’’ In addition, he added, 
“changes would have to be made to our 
formula so as to conform with dietary 
laws." 
For the time being, therefore, the of­ 
ficials decided that Kentucky Fried 
won’t go Kosher. 


PANAMA CITY - For those an­ 
tiquarians who cherish an occasional 
vignette of the kind which in better days 
would stir the blood of free men, here is 
one the hero of which is a Panamanian 
banker. 
For reasons irrelevant to the story, 
this young businessman had a mission to 
transact with Fidel 
Castro, and the con­ 
tacts to arrange for a 
meeting with him. He 
made his arrange­ 
ments to go. 
B ut, these arrange­ 
ments are to be dis­ 
tinguished from those 
apparently made by 
the typical visitor to 
Cuba from the United 
S ta te s , 
w h e th e r 
Congressman or civil 
servant or journalist. 
The visitor put all 
other cares aside and 
spent an entire fort­ 
night 
fam iliarizing 
himself with the Cuba 
from which Fidel Castro — it is now be­ 
ing all but universally said — rescued the 
people. He was sophisticated enough to 
know that for years the Russian Com­ 
munists quieted western apprehensions 
by reciting the horrors of life under the 
czars. 
Recent studies establish that the 
period of greatest growth in virtually 
every direction in Russia was during the 
first 15 years of this century But all

I wonder if the Sanitation Department 
has really thought out the hardships they 
are putting on the blind, handicapped and 
crippled who have spent much money for 
special walks, guides and ramps to make 
their way to the trash cans from their 
back doors with their canes, wheel 
chairs, walkers, seeing eye dogs? 
All of these people will have to have 
someone else haul it. 
When we moved here and bought a 
home in 1960, the first thing we did was 
build a fence around the rear yard. I 
checked with the city and they said the 
fence would have to have a recess built 
in to contain the trash cans as they had to 
be on private property and could not be 
placed m the alley. At that time the fly 
abatement was on and the alleys and 
trash cans were sprayed weekly. For 
years we never had a fly in our house 
Now they are thick. In our area only 
about 20 per cent of the people have ac­ 
cess to the alley because no gates were 
ever installed in the fences either as 
security or their yard is several feet 
higher than the alley and they have had 
to build steps 
A gate and steps or just a gate would 
coat the property 
owner from $150 to 
$400 or more if it is a block fence. All it 
really amounts to is that we are sup­ 
posed to carry our full trash cans to the 
city container and empty them so the 
Sanitation Department can put two men 
on unemployment rolls. The landfill fees 
will drop because the people that are 
now paying will take it to the nearest 
container, this includes the people from 
Mission Hills, Village, etc. The cost of 
alley access, gates, etc., containers, 
trucks could easily cost a million dollars 
and would not gain a thing. Now the cost 
of the cans and housekeeping of the area 
is the property owners’ concern. Let’s 
keep it that way.

orchestrated around the conditions in 
Russia in 1917, and those in Russia today. 
It is not even asked what would Russia 
under the czars have done between 1917 
and 1976 in the absence of Lenin and his 
successors. It is as if a comparative view 
of industrial history were conducted by a 
professor who remarked that in 1917, 
only one in 40,000 Americans owned an 
automobile, whereas in the Soviet Union 
nowadays, there is an automobile for 
every 500 people. 
Having done his historical homework, 
the banker visited with Cuban refugees, 
getting from them in detail figures, 
descriptions, locations. On arriving in 
Havana, he knew that Castro would play 
his seigneurial game of refusing to in­ 
dicate an hour for the scheduled con­ 
ference. He took accordingly two 
precautions He devoted his time to tour- 
ing Havana and the countryside 
demanding that his official guide stop 
the car at this school, or at that grocery 
store, or at this medical clinic; and into 
the memory bank the descriptions were 
stored How it was now. almost 20 years 
after Castro’s takeover; compared with 
how it was then. 
The second precaution was to train the 
body. Mens sana in corpore sano. Castro, 
like Stalin — whose legitimate son he is 
— rejoices in midnight conferences. 
They suit, to begin with, Castro’s per­ 
sonal habits. They are, moreover psy­ 
chologically intimidating. Stay up until 
midnight doing whatever you do in the 
evening hours, get awakened by a knock 
on the door at two in the morning with 
the news that Castro is expecting you at 
that moment, and you are not likely to be 
at your best 
The visitor, anticipating that Castro 
could not postpone much longer the in­ 
terview. went to bed at 8 p.m. — and in­ 
deed. at two in the morning, in the safe 
house where he had been told to stay, the 
knock came to inform him that Castro 
was m the east wing. 
With, incredibly, very nearly all of his 
cabinet He likes that kind of thing The 
full court, any hour of the day or of the 
night; and the conversations began. 
In thinking back to when something of 
the sort happened to another dictator, 


(me can only think of the great moment 
when Satlin, at a reception in Moscow, 
was accosted by Lady Astor who asked 
when he was going to stop killing people. 
Castro swaggered in with the kind of 
stuff that overwhelms American 
s e n a t o r s and L a tin A m e r i c a n 
archbishops; and he found he had run 
into a stone wall. Courteously, but con­ 
fidently, the young banker confuted vir­ 
tually every claim made. He corrected 
Castro’s prerevolutionary statistics. He 
challenged, giving the evidence of his 
own eyes, Castro’s claims to the quality 
of modem medicine in Cuba; to the 
availability of all basic foodstuffs; to the 
pupil-teacher ratio. 
Castro began then to squirm, and to 
look aside at his cabinet, as if to say: 
How did you permit me to get into this 
m e s s with this a r g u m e n t a t iv e 
bourgeois? One could not tell — the 
banker reported — whether the glance 
meant that the next morning the Cabinet 
would be sent to the sugar fields and a 
new set of sycophants brought in; or 
whether the deadly glance suggested 
that Castro's pride was maimed at hav­ 
ing been himself deceived, even as the 
czars were regularly deceived by their 
courts 
In desperation, Fidel Castro 
pulled out a book — on himself, by Frank 
Mankiewicz, former aide to Senator 
Robert Kennedy, campaign manager to 
George McGovern. A paean to Castro's 
Cuba. Of course, the banker had already 
read it; and held it in the contempt it 
deserves. He handed back the volume to 
Castro, as if to say; give it to your 
propaganda minister. 
Learned the story the afternoon that 
the good archbishop of Panama, the 
Most Reverend Marcos McGrath, 
praised the achievements of Castro for 
his people. He did this most sincerely. 
Why should he be expected to know more 
than Frank Mankiewicz about conditions 
in Cuba9 And the next morning — 
sometimes the prodigality of providence 
is breathtaking — the morning new­ 
spaper in Panama reported that Castro 
had rationed the consumption of coffee 
in Cuba to one and one half ounces per 
person per week. Another 20 years of 
Castro, and the ration will be reduced to 
half an ounce per week

It is National Newspaper Week and 
what more appropriate time to air the 
complaint we received in the mail from 
one of our newspaper carriers’ mothers 
The mother sent an Ann Landers’ ques­ 
tion from a reader that nearly tells it all: 
“Dear Ann Another of my son’s young 
friends has announced he is quitting his 
job as a newspaper 
carrier because he 
can’t collect enough 
money to meet his ex­ 
penses He is only 14. 
Six months ago he was 
so full of enthusiasm 
How sad to see him 
disillusioned 
“ Apparently some 
people don’t realize 
news carriers must 
pay for their papers 
regardless Customers 
destroy a youngster's 
morale when they 
write bad checks, 
move without paying 
or become irate when 
they are asked for the 
fourth time to pay up 
“Home delivery is one of the few 
bargains left in this country. Is it asking 
too much to play fair with kids who arr 
taking their first step toward financial 
independence and maturity?” 
Our newspaper carrier's mother feels 
the same way and her son is one of our 
top carriers. 
“Majority of the subscribers are very 
nice people and even those who offend do 
so without meaning to or without realiz­ 
ing they are,” she wrote. “You would do 
the newspaper carriers in Lompoc a 
great service by printing the letter.” 


Well, we now have, and we couldn't 
agree more with her concern. The 
Record has more than 100 boys and girls 
who are attempting to gain their finan­ 
cial independence and maturity through 
the delivery of the newspaper As the 
woman wrote, home delivery of anything 
these days is one of the very few 


bargains remaining. Our carriers do buy 
the Record "wholesale” from us and are 
responsible for all of their newspapers 
and their accounts, if they get "ripped 
off” they do suffer and many do — and, 
unfortunately, quit. They do become dis- 
illussioned 
It is not too much to ask to be ready for 
the carrier's collection period Having to 
return two, three and four times to 
collect money owed can be extremely 
discouraging and costly to the carrier.

We came back to the office after lunch 
the other day and found our business and 
classified advertising departments in ut­ 
ter turmoil. A mouse was running loose 
throughout the place and two of our 
stalwart employes of the circulation 
department were playing the part of the 
big game hunter while the women were 
sitting on top of the desks with their legs 
in the air. The little fellow was finally 
caught and placed in a wastepaper

We have had at least five calls this week 
from people who want to know when we 
change our clocks again For the record, 
it is Sunday, October 31, at 2 a m and the 
clocks go backwards ... Some people get 
the jump on everything. We have 
observed pumpkins in the windows of 
several homes this week ... Stamps may 
have gone to 13 cents but we are getting a 
lot more for our money.
